Felt. So; You are for perfecuting Proteftant Diffenters 
then I find. 

Ean. Andwhy Perfecuting ? 

Felt. Becaule it is for their Confciences they muft fuffer, 
is not that plain Perfecution ? 

Earn Praylet me ask you a Queftion, why are the Pa- 
pifts punifhed ? ; . 

Jet. There’s a Queftion indeed; for breaking the Laws. 

Earn. They doit for Confcience, and if Diflenting Pro- 
teftants can fhew one fubltantial difference why one fhould 
be oe and the other Perfecution, they fhall have my 
confent to break the Laws and yet {cape {corfree. 

Fut. Ay Sir, bur the Proceftane Diffenters are nume- 
rous, and therefore ought not to be punifhed, : 

Earn, This is juft like che little Freeboorer who being 
brought before great Alexander and accufed for his Pyra- 
cies, told him he was condemned for robbing in a fingle 
fhip, whilft that great King robbed with mighty Fleets and 
was applauded, Does the multitude of Offenders take away 
the Guilt? then here’s brave encouragement to the Papi/ts 
under the notion of Diffenters to profelyre people to 
their Church, and when they are grown numerous, thac 
gives a Title toimpunicy, the sexe ftepis Toleration, and 
when they are grown ftrong enough to demand it, who 
muft deny them Eftablifhment. This is the method which 
our Diifenters drive at, and you fee what a cunning back- 
door it opens for et ; 

Feft. But I hope we thall have a Parliament yet will heal 
all, and take care to fecure the foundations of the Govern- 
ment from the attempis both of Popifh & Proteftant 7 fuits. 

Earn. 1 hope fo too; and fince his Majefiy has been gra- 
cioufly pleafed to affure his People that the unwarraatable 
proceedings of former Parliaments {hall not prevert bis 
meeting bis people with al the affection imaginable, 1c ts 
to be hoped that the People will endeavour to chufe fuch 
perfons to reprefent them, as by complying with his Maje- 
fties juft commands and the Nations true Intereft, may fe- 
cure our Laws, Liberties and Religion again{t the arbitrary 
practices of Papitts, and Commonwealth Diffenters, which 
will be che moft infallible expedient to render England 
quiet and happy; and for their being numerous, though 
I believe that to be a great miftake, Ile tell youa ftory.

who have impudence enough toca.l themfelves a Froteftant 
Church in England, are really fo, when in ruth they areonly 
a congregation of Separatifis and felf-will'd , ignoranc 
Schifmaticks, and fome of them Hereticks into the bargain, 
and for all their railing at Popery, and a Popifh Succeffor, ic 
is as evident as matter of fa& can make it,that the Original 
manufadure of our Difenters came from Rome, and that
